This country has a bad reputation so far as destructive (Ires 


are concerned, and it ha? fairly earned it. Too many of the 
buildings in the towns and cities are veritable firetraps and 
there is altogether too much carelessness in guarding against 
the danger of fires. The result is that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars' worth of property goes up in smoke every year and 
the people think little about it. The insurance is promptly 
paid, the buildings are replaced and things move along as if 
nothing had happened. To be sure, a.''Fire Prevention Day" 
is observed every year and a great deal is said and published 
about the danger of the fire fiend and how to guard against it, 
but the fires and the losses continue, the latter in too many 
instances including human life. 


But while there is too much carelessness and too much dan- 


ger from fire at all times,1 experiences of the last few days in- 
dicate that the danger is increased by extreme cold weather,' 
such as .has been upon the country of late, in New England 
and other parts of the country there have been disastrous fires 
which, it is to be believed, were due in large part to efforts to 
keep warm during one of the coldest spells in many years. 


The fire news in a recent issue of this paper was indeed 


startling. 
H included accounls of destructive fires in all but 


one of the New England states, fires that consumed thousands 
of dollars' worth of property and caused acute suffering, as 
an uncontrolled fire inevitably must with the temperature well 
below zero. 


Without doubt most of these fires were due to the rushing 


of heating apparatus beyond the safety limit. 
Furnaces and 
_ 


stoves were crowded to and beyond capacity, gas and oil were! 
resorled to to augment the fuel supply and defective chimneys] 
and stovepipes were overlooked, with disastrous results in 
many, places. 


The mistakes were natural, bul they should not be repeated. 


The lesson of these cosily fires is lhat in a time of extreme 
cold especial care is necessary in the handling of heating ap- 
paratus of allkinds. Heat must be provided in liberal measure 
wherever possible, but it is poor policy lo burn down fhe 
house in order to get warm. There is such a thing as too much 
beat all heating apparatus should be watched with care. It 
will not do to stuff stoves and furnaces, leave Ihe drafts wide 
'open and go away and leave them, nor will if do to set oil 
stoves in different parts of the house and leave them to take 
care of themselves.
